REPORT. 


The  School  Committee  herewith  present  their 
anual  report : 

The  committee  organized  in  March,  with  the 
choice  of  T.  S.  Pratt  as  chairman  and  W.  A.  Cope- 
land,  secretary. 

Mr.  Pratt  having  removed  from  town,  he  was  suc- 
ceeded in  May  by  Mr.  J.  E.  White,  as  member  of  the 
committee.  • 

The  schools  generally  throughout  the  town  have 
maintained  their  usual  degree  of  excellence ;  in  some 
there  has  been  a  marked  improvement. 

In  District  No.  4,  if  the  number  of  scholars  con- 
tinues to  increase  at  the  rate  of  the  last  year  or  two, 
it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  provide  additional  accom- 
modations. The  First  Primary  department  is  already 
much  overcrowded,  and  an  assistant  teacher  is  greatly 
needed,  at  least  during  the  summer  and  fall,  when 
the  number  of  scholars  is  the  greatest. 

The  new  school  house  in  No.  2  was  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  and  is  a 
credit  to  the  District.  It  is  built  on  much  the  same 
plan  as  the  new  one  in  No.  3. 

It  is  quite  important  that  the  town  should  make 
some  further  provision  for  the  disposition  of  truants. 
Under  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  the  State  Primary 
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School  at  Monson  is  assigned  as  a  place  of  confine- 
ment, discipline  and  instruction  ;  but  as  tlie  authori- 
ties in  charge  of  that  school  have  declined  to  receive 
truants,  it  seems  that  some  other  provision  should  be 
made.  There  have  been  no  convictions  for  truancy 
during  the  past  year,  although  proceedings  have  been 
begun  in  several  instances  and  dropped  upon  satisfac- 
tory pledges  of  reformation  being  given. 

The  High  School  has  been  unfortunate  by  reason 
of  the  frequent  changes  in  teachers  daring  the  year. 
Mr.  F.  M.  Copeland  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  sum- 
mer term  to  enter  upon  other  work.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Mr.  L.  R.  Wentworth.  The  school  pros- 
pered under  Mr.  Wentworth's  excellen?t  management 
for  one  term.  He  had  just  entered  upon  the  winter 
term  when  he  left  to  accept  a  better  position.  Mr. 
Guild  then  took  charge  of  the  school,  and  remained 
but  a  short  time  before  he,  also,  was  called  to  abet- 
ter field  of  labor,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  re- 
port, the  school  is  still  without  a  prhicipal.  This  il- 
lustrates better  ^than  any  other  argument  that  can  be 
urged,  the  necessity  of  a  more  generous  appropriation 
for  the  High  School.  The  salary  of  the  principal  is 
now  lower  than  that  paid  for  the  High  School  of  al- 
most every  town  about  us,  and  smaller  even  than 
that  paid  in  many  Grammar  schools,  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, if  we  secure  a  good  teacher  we  cannot  retain 
him.  It  is  impossible  for  the  school  to  maintain  the 
standing  it  should  under  these  circumstances. 

The  committee  earnestly  recommend  an  increased 
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appropriation  for  the  coming  year.  To  meet  all  the 
expenses  of  the  high  school,  there  should  be  an  ap- 
propriation of  at  least  ^1,000. 

The  need  of  a  new  High  School  building  has  been 
so  often  discussed,  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  any- 
thing further  upon  that  point  than  has  been  said  in 
the  past.  Owing  to  the  small  number  in  the  gradua- 
ting class — there  being  only  two — and  the  frequent 
changes  made  in  teachers,  it  was  deemed  inexpedient 
to  have  the  usual  public  exhibition  in  the  hall  as 
heretofore.
